GENERAL MACARTHUR^ HEADQUARTERS, Aufv 
tralia, Atijr. ll.—The Allied forces which accomplished their 
planned landings in an air, land and sea-borne attack on the 
Solomon islands are lintier strong Japanese counter-attack, 
but “we are holding our own,* Australian Prime Minister 
John Curtin announced today. 
Curtin said that American Admiral Ernest J. King’s 
Washington announcemet yesterday, despite its listing of 
the loss of one Allied cruiser sunk and two cruisers, two 
destroyers and one transport damaged, indicated 
Allied 
gains so far have greatly outweighed losses. 
The prime minister’s brief statement was the first word 
from an official source in Australia on the main operations 
in the Solomons. 
Communiques issued by General Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters have dealt only with air support 
given the invasion thrust directed by Vice Admiral Robert 
L. Ghormley, supreme commander of Allied naval forces in 
the South Pacific area. 
Today’s communique told of a third destructive assault 
in as many days upon Rabaul, main Japanese flank base in 
New Britain, and attacks on Japanese shipping below Timor, 
more than 2,(MIO miles to the west, in which a heavy des­ 
troyer and two merchant ships were knocked out.

There are tons

war) production going. Robert O. Weible, executiv e 
dircrtci of the Ohio general salv age program , has 
spofen of ornam ental iron fences. 
These are not 
coniidered as scrap by the owners because they a re ,! 
so jo speak , in use. 
Yet, the fact of the m atter is that they could be 
spalert 
So could the dozens of war relics tha t hav e 
bee® characteristic parts of the American scene lor 
so iiany years, though these too are not ordinarily 
thought of as scrap because they arc In use. 
There 
will* need to be, in other words, a new v iewpoint on 
salv age of metal. The scrap pile needed to k eep the 
open hearth furnaces supplied will hav e to be com- 
posod of more than castoffs. It will hav e to include 
somfc m etal still in use.

W hen that happens In m etal and, to a lesser ex­ 
te nt in rubber because rubber nev er has lent itself 
to Ornamentation, a v ast resource of war m aterial 
will hav e been lapped.

A few 
people passed withou t noticing him ; 
tha t was reassu ring, bu t he su s­ 
pected it was only becau se they 
were dru nk . 
He decided tha t if 
anyone spok e to him he wou ld pre­ 
tend to be dru nk also, and with the 
safegu arding decision once made, 
the 
w aiting 
became 
easier. 
He 
watched the door into the bar, ex­ 
pecting her to emerge am idst a 
corresponding roar of farewells, bu t 
when she did come, it was qu ietly, 
silently, and from another direc­ 
tion. "I m anaged to get away, old 
boy, and believe me it w asn't easy. 
Come on—let’s go before they find 
u s." 
She led him throu gh another door 
close by. and u p a back staircase to 
the first floor, tu rning along a cor­ 
ridor flank ed by m any rooms; she 
opened one of them and pu t a 
m atch to a g 8s Jet ju st inside.
